Sign of times 

1-94 billboard promotes music program

Dick Kruse is so proud of 
Romulus school bands that 
he wanted to tell the whole 
world. 

So he did. 

Since last Wednesday a 
billboard that Kruse, direc- 
tor of bands for Romulus 
Junior High School, paid for 
has been displayed along 
westbound 1-94 near Hagger- 
ty, The billboard boasts, 
“Romulus. Home of First 
Division Bands. 1 ' 

The symphonic band from 
Romulus Junior High School 
is pictured beside that 
announcement. 

Kruse said he arranged 
for the billboard for two 
reasons. 

First, he wanted to thank 
the community for the sup- 
port the band has received 
through the years. He attri- 
butes the success of the band 
to that support. 


The billboard is also 
meant to show pride in 
Romulus bands, 

Romulus Junior High 
School has been the first di- 
vision band at the state band 
festival for nine consecutive 

years, according to Kruse. 

He added that last year the 
Romulus school system was 
home to more first division 
bands than any other district 
in Wayne County. 

“Some of those schools (in 
Wayne County) are pretty 
ritzy/ 1 said Kruse referring 
to Dearborn and Grosse 
Pointe schools. 

The Romulus bands de- 
serve recognition, Kruse 
said. He was disturbed that 
neither the bands, nor the 
community that supported 
them, received attention 
beyond the immediate area. 

By last summer, Kruse 
came up with the billboard 
idea. 


The picture of the junior 
high band used for the bill- 
board was taken in June 1987, 
when the band was in 
Washington D.C, for “Cele- 
brate Michigan Day. 11 

Funding for the billboard 
came strictly from Kruse. 
He did want to comment on 
the price of the sign, but said 
it was a 11 significant 
amount. 11 

The attention the billboard 
has received has made the 
expenditure worthwhile, 
Kruse added, Channel 7 
News did a story on the bill- 
board. Kruse said his stu- 
dents loved seeing them- 
selves on television. 

Kruse said the billboard 
recognizes the bands for the 
entire Romulus school sys- 
tem, all 600 members. 

The billboard will remain 
along the highway for at least 
one month, Kruse said. 


Senior housing project 
nets federal, local aid

A proposed senior housing 
complex on Wayne Road, in 
Romulus, is closer to becoming 
a reality, after city council 
members agreed to purchase 
the property for the project 
and, eventually, to sell the land 
to the project developer. 

The property is a 2.8-acre 
parcel located across from the 
city civic center, land destined 
to become a 65-unit senior 
apartment complex, according 
to officials from Oak Park- 
based Cooperative Services, 
Inc., project developers. The 
complex will be made up of 
one-bedroom and efficiency 
apartments. 

Swift financial footwork by 
the city, however, will be 
necessary if the project is to be 
a success, according to Dennis 
Oakes, Romulus community 
development director. 

The land is currently 
optioned to CSI. The option ex- 
pires Monday. CSI officials 
obtained the option to purchase 
the property in May to develop 
the project, which will be par- 
tially funded by the federal De- 
pa rt meat of Housing and 
Urban Development, 

Romulus officials already 
reimbursed CSI officials $5,000 
for the option. 

HUD officials announced re- 
cently that they would fund the 
purchase of the property by 
CSI, However, HUD officials 
have said they would fund only

City council members 
approved a $19,000 contract 
with the New Jersey-based 
Pi to meter Associates en- 
gineering firm Monday night 
In the agreement, Pitometcr 
officials will conduct a series of 
flow measurements in the wa- 
ter distribution system to de- 
termine the extent of leakage 
or unmetered water revenue, 
according to Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally, 

The tests, which are already 
under way, will continue for 
three weeks. City officials are 
hoping to pinpoint where the 


what a HUD appraiser said the 
property is worth, according to 
Oakes. 

Currently, the land purchase 
price is $120,000. Oakes, howev- 
er, expects HUD officials to 
value the property at approx- 
imately $60,000. City council 
members, consequently, have 
agreed to pay the difference be- 
tween the HUD valuation - and 
funding amount - and the 
actual cost of the land. 

Added to the confusion of the 
financing of the project, Oakes 
said, is the fact that the HUD 
monies will not be available to 
CSI until March 1990. However, 
the land must be purchased be- 
fore Monday, when the CSI op- 
tion expires. 

To aid in the project, Romu- 
lus officials have agreed to the 
transferring of the land option 
to the city and purchase® gf the 
land by the end of this week, 
Oakes said. The city will keep 
the title to the land until March 
1990, when CSI officials will re- 
ceive federal HUD monies and 
can purchase the property 
from the city, Oakes said. 

City officials will pay 
$115,000 this week to purchase 
the land, since $5,000 of the 
$120,000 price tag was paid at 
the time the land option was se- 
cured. The funds will come 
from the city land-acquisition 
fund, Oakes said. 

Once the property is owned 
by CSI. construction on the 
senior-housing project can be- 
gin. Completion of the building 
is expected by spring 1991, 
Oakes said.

News that the federal gov- 
ernment would fund a portion 
of the project was a surprise to 
Romulus officials, who were 
told this spring that the odds for 
federal funding were 90 per- 
cent against the city. However, 
officials in Washington sug- 
gested that the hiring of a repu- 
table developer - such as CSI - 
for the project might improve 
those odds. 

City council members Mon- 
day night expressed their 
happiness that the project 
finally appears to be a reality. 
However, some council mem- 
bers questioned whether the 
promise for federal funding in 
1990 was one that would be ful- 
filled 

“I feel we should get our 
bases covered,” said Council- 
man Fred Junior Block. “We 
should not be holding on to a big 
island in the city of Romulus (if 
funding is not receive from 
HUD)/ 1 

CSI officials, however, said 
they were confident that the 
promise from HUD was a good 
one. 

“The only thing that could 
prevent this is if we were not 
able to follow through (with the 
land purchase)/ 1 the CSI offi- 
cial said. “We have never 
failed to get a project in place 
once we have the fund reserva- 
tion (from HUD) ”

School millage: Officials continue education

As election day approaches, 
efforts are stepped up to prom- 
ote the two millage issues on 
the ballot for Romulus Com- 
munity Schools. 

“We've got a lot of people 
working," said Dr. William Be- 
dell, superintendent of schools. 

A volunteer force of nearly 
100 parents is continuously con 
taeting voters to educate them 
on the millage issues. The 
volunteers plan to stage a para- 
de and begin door-to-door can- 
vassing within the next several 
weeks. 


Campaign organizers are 
stressing to voters that pas- 
sage of the millage will not 
mean a tax increase. 

The proposals are meant to 
help reduce a $1 .4 million oper* 
ating deficit. 

The first proposal asks 
approval for a 4.5-mill tax in- 
crease for general school op- 
erations in the 1988-89 school 
year. The second proposal asks 
for a 2-mill tax hike for the 1989- 
90 and 1990-91 school years. 

Bedell continues to stress 
that these millages would not 
increase voter's taxes. The 
millages would instead repre- 
sent a transfer of funds from a 


debt-retirement account to the 
general account. 

“It's a complete transfer of 
funding/ 1 he said. “Once vo- 
ters seem to understand it, they 
are very supportive/' he said. 

Bedell believes many voters 
are beginning to understand 
the implications of the issues, 
and chances of passing the 
proposals are increasing. 

Without passage, severe cut- 
backs in school programming 
would result, according to offi- 
cials in the school district. Be- 
dell said he is concerned about 
the long-term effects of the cut- 
backs, 

“The most significant thing

New dumping grounds 
eyed for solid waste

Romulus officials are look- 
ing for a new “dumping 
ground"' for the city solid 
wastes, and the city of River- 
view might provide the 
answer. 

Council members received a 
request from the city sanita- 
tion-hauler contractor, Canejo 
Trucking Inc,, to increase per- 
household rubbish-removal 
costs from 95 cents to at least 
$L20. The rate-increase re- 
quest follows an increase from 
80 cents to 95 cents in June. 

Canejo owner Gervazio 
Canejo cited increased costs 
for his company to dump the 
wastes at Wayne Disposal, in 
Van Buren Township, when re- 
questing the rate hike. Canejo 
said dumping prices for com- 
pacted household/municipal 
refuse will be increased by 
Wayne Disposal to $8 per cubic 
yard Nov, 1 Dumping fees in- 
creased to $5 per cubic yard in 
June, from $3,60 per cubic yard 
in January, 

The current contract for 
solid-waste disposal at Wayne 
Disposal expires Dec, 31, 
according to city officials. Af- 
ter that time, Wayne Disposal 
officials have said they will no 
longer accept household and 
municipal wastes. 

Romulus officials are now 
looking to the city of Riverview 
landfill as a new home for local 


solid-waste products. River- 
view officials, who are seeking 
to expand their landfill, have 
said that their landfill has not 
yet reached the capacity level 
of 1.5 million cubic yards per 
year, 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
Me Anally said she has met with 
Riverview officials, who have 
offered Romulus an 18-month 
contract and a $1 discount off of 
the commercial rate for dumping 
at the landfill. The commerical 
rate is currently $5.50 per cubic 
year, McAnally said, 

Canejo urged an immediate 
switch from Wayne Disposal to 
the Riverview landfill, a switch 
that would eliminate the need 
for a per-household rate in- 
crease, he told council mem- 
bers. However, McAnally said, 
a contract agreement with 
Riverview is needed before 
Romulus can dump there. 

The mayor told council mem- 
bers she will study the proposal 
and report back to council 
members at their next 
meeting. 

Romulus residents are cur- 
rently levied .9103 mills for re- 
sidential solid-waste disposal. 
The disposal is contracted to a 
private firm. The city pays a 
fixed rate per household. 

Commercial and industrial 
wastes are not collected as part 
of the city solid-waste-disposal 
contract. 


Railroad wetlands plan nixed 


Public outcry about a prop- 
osed expansion of the CSX 
Corp. railroad siting has 
apparently paid off, city offi- 
cials said this week. 

CSX officials had planned to 
construct a storage facility be- 
tween Eureka and Pennsylva- 
nia roads, along the railroad 
line, until state officials inter- 
vened. State Department of 
Natural Resources officials 
said the property is a protected 
wetland and could not be used 
for development unless a suit- 
able mitigation plan was de- 
veloped by CSX. 

Meanwhile, several resi- 
dents in the area protested the 


development because of near- 
by wildlife and traffic-flow' con- 
cerns. The residents sent let- 
ters to the DNR and attended a 
public hearing in August, 
opposing the plan, 

DNR officials said the 
mitigation plan submitted is 
not acceptable because it is not 
an “equal or better habitat 
than originally existed/' 

State officials reminded CSX 
officials that a cease and desist 
order remains in effect for the 
project. However, railroad 
officials have until April 1 to 
develop an alternative mitiga- 
tion plan.

Republicans ‘plan victory’ 


Workers hope 
to boost lead

Heading Into the final three 
weeks of the presidential race, 
State Republicans are gearing 
up for a George Bush-Dan 
Quayle victory through several 
vote-getting tactics, according 
to Scott Grigg, spokesman for 
the Michigan Bush for Presi- 
dent Campaign. 

As the Bush-Quayle pres- 
idential ticket seems to have a 
comfortable lead in recent 
polls over Democratic 
nominees Michael Dukakis and 
Uoyd Bentsen, Grigg said Re- 
publicans are hoping to in- 
crease tje lead to assure their 
candidates an easy vistory. 

“The most significant thing 


that well be doing is have the 
surrogate speakers. Well have 
the Bush kids come in (this 
week)- Dorothy Bush-LeBlond, 
Neil Bush and Jeb Bush,” 
Grigg said. “Well also have 
Marilyn Quayle come in and 
speak/ 1 

Literature on the candidates 
will also be distributed to area 
residents during these last few 
weeks of the campaign, Grigg 
said. 

Voters will also be contacted 
by phone as volunteer workers 
man the phone banks, Grigg 
said. 

And into the final three 
weeks of the campaign, Grigg 
said, the attitudes are very 
positive for Bush and Quayle. 

“We all have a real positive 
attitude. We are not letting up 
at all.. We are doubling our 
efforts to get .the vice president 
and the senator elected. We’ll 
certainly try to increase the 


lead over the opponent,” Grigg 
said. 

Recently, Bush advisers said 
the vice president was going to 
campaign these final weeks 
"as though he is the 
underdog/ 1 

“Whatever the vice presi- 
dent has done, he knows that it 
has worked for him in the 
past,” Grigg said. The vice 
president knows that his 
strategy has worked and will 
continue to work/* 

For now, Grigg said, Bush 
will attempt to increase his 
lead over Dukakis by keeping 
pressure on his opponent and 
keeping the issues before the 
people* 

“l ! m sure the vice president 
will continue to highlight the 
past eight years and the gov- 
ernor's record,” Grigg said. 

The outlook for Bush and 
Quayle, he said, is very posi- 
tive for the election.

Not since the welfare re- 
forms of the “Great Depress- 
ion” of the 1930s has a federal 
welfare proposal generated so 
much attention as the newly in- 
augurated Family Support 
Act 

The new law links welfare 
with work, according to the au- 
thor and supporters of the bill. 

"This bill provides a creative 
linkage between welfare and 
work,” said Congressman San- 
der Levin (D-Southfield), who 
first introduced welfare- 
reform legislation in the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
more than two years ago. 

Levin voted with the major- 
ity of the House members, who 
passed the Family Support Act 
bill by a vote of 347-53. Senate 
members also approved the 
bill, 96-1, and it was sent on to 
the White House for President 
Reagan's signature. 

The President said he would 


not oppose the new legislation. 

In the 1930s, when President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt in- 
herited the reins of govern- 
ment from Herbert Hoover, 
Roosevelt launched his New 
Deal, which tied welfare with 
work. He initiated the Works 
Projects Administration, bet- 
ter known as the WPA, and the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, 
which put people back to work. 

The welfare programs of the 
early 1980s have come under 
assault because the proposals 
provided payment to recipients 
who did not necessarily have to 
work, 

“It will assist recipients as 
they learn the job skills that 
will take them off welfare and 
help them become productive 
members of our society by sup- 
plying support services, such 
as child care and health insur- 
ance.” 

Most educators and their un- 
ions hailed the new law as a 
vehicle for teaching those who 
need help to gain the work 


skills necessary for technology 
today. 

According to Levin, the bill 
contains incentives and re- 
quirements for the states, 
which will be required to orga- 
nize job-training and education 
programs, and for welfare pa- 
rents who take part. States 
may devise their own versions 
of the job opportunities and 
basic-skills program outlined 
in the bill, but states must also 
expand cash benefits to two- 
parent unemployed families, 
Levin said. 

One of the more controver- 
sial issues of the provision of 
the bill stated that it would re- 
quire one adult in the two- 
parent welfare families to do 16 
hours in state-organized work 
activity if he or she can’t find a 
job, 

“I sincerely believe that the 
passage of this first major wel- 
fare reform package in nearly 
half a century offers a new 
tomorrow for thousands of 
Americans,” Levin said.

Guardianship 
rules refined 

A bill now being considered 
by state lawmakers would per- 
mit social-service agencies to 
intervene more quickly when 
the health and welfare of an 
adult is in jeopardy. 

Supporters of the bill ask that 
adults with physical or mental 
handicaps receive more prompt 
attention when in trouble. If pas- 
sed, the requirement that the 
adult be in a “life threatening 
situation" before an agency can 
act would be abolished. Instead, 
representatives of social- 
service agencies would be per- 
mitted to place the adult in a 
protective guardianship rela- 
tionship before the situation 
reaches that point. 

Proponents of the biil believe 
it will prevent unnecessary in- 
stitutionalization 

State leads 
in collections 

Michigan continues to be the 
most successful of all 50 states 
in collecting child-support pay- 
ments, according to a congres- 
sional committee survey. 

Cooperation in this state be- 
tween court officials, law- 
enforcement personnel and 
state departmental experts 
have allowed at least 55 percent 
of the familes here, who are en- 
titled to such support, to receive 
it. 

Nationally, fewer than one in 
four families entitled to such 
support actually receive it. 

More than $531 million was 
collected for Michigan families 
in 1987 alone. 

Hotel safety 
questioned 

Michigan legislators recently 
approved a bill which will re- 
quire hotels, motels and inns to 
install smoke detectors in each 
guest room and provide fire ex- 
tinguishers in all areas where 
flammable materials are 
stored. 

The measure also requires 
fire-safety signs and staff train- 
ing to prepare for fire evacua- 
tion. 

Well-water 
test required 

Two bills currently approved 
by a Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives committee would re- 
quire testing for specific subst- 
ances before constructing a well 
for drinking purposes. 

Individuals constructing 
wells for drinking water or in an 
effort to sell property would, 
under the new law, be required 
to test for coliform bacteria and 
nitrate. The test results would 
also require approval from the 
state and local departments of 
health. 

If the property owner failed to 
complete the tests, he would 
then be responsible for paying 
for any damage caused by the 
water* 

Neighborhood 
builders aided 

The Neighborhood Builders 
Alliance, established through 
the state builders development 
administration, will provide 
grants to residents anxious to 
clean up their block. 

Grants will be available for 
local neighborhood improve- 
ment projects, crime preven- 
tion programs, abandoned 
building solutions and services 
for residents. 

Federal funds 
aid food plan 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency will soon 
receive funding for the 
Emergency Food Shelter Prog- 
ram in Wayne County, officials 
said. 

The funding is part of the ex- 
pected $114 million national 
appropriation to help expand 
the capacity of food and shelter 
services in high-need areas 
around the country through 
September 1969 

The local Emergency Food 
and Shelter Board determined 
how the funds are to be distri- 
buted among the emergency 
food and shelter program oper- 
ated by local human services 
organizations.

‘Unfair fees’: Police officials oppose charge

While state lawmakers 
continue their debate on 
whether to charge local 
municipalities for the use of 
the Law Enforcement In- 
formation Network, most 
local police chiefs and safety 
directors are sending a mes- 
sage to Lansing that they 
can't afford to pay the addi- 
tional costs for the service. 

“First of all, the city coum 
cil has already gone on re- 
cord opposing the service 
charge/' said Terry Colwell, 
deputy police chief of the 
city of Inkster. “And, if we 
are forced to pay, it isn't a 
budgeted item. Therefore, 
we are going to have to take 
money away from some-

Dear Lilly, 

Somehow, words seem in- 
adequate to express to you the 
sorrow and depth of emotion I felt 
when 1 learned of John's death 
last week. 

Your husband will long live in 
the memories of my youth, He 
was, after all, the man who gave 
me my first real job. When I 
heard the news of his death, the 
past came rushing into the pre- 
sent as my mind replayed the 
role John had in my life and in the 
existence of the town where 1 
grew up. 

As you know so well, Wayne 
Music and Camera Center be- 
came a second home for me when 
John decided to hire me part 
time. 1 wasn't alone, I know. 
There were many who thought of 
the store as a great place to spend 
time, browsing among the sheet 
music, the latest in electronic 
equipment and just spending 
time talking to John and your 
family. And for those of us lucky 
enough to land a job there, well, 
could there be any tiling better 
than this? 

John gave me, for the first 
time, a real sense of what busi- 
ness was all about. What he 
taught me, and so many others, 
through his example is beyond 
measure. 

This morning, as I drove by the 
vacant lot in downtown Wayne 
where the store once stood, I 
could almost see, in my mind's 
eye, the business that was for so 
many years one of the prime foc- 
al points of the Wayne commun- 
ity. The fire and the years which 
sadly claimed the old Wayne 
Theatre lobby where the music 
store once existed may have dim- 
med the recall of some, but my 
memories are painfully clear of 
what was once ‘'the place to go" 
for anything needed in the field of 
music, audio, video or photo- 
graphy. 

I smile when I think of your 
son, Ron, and son-in-law, Stu 
Meisner, who were both my men- 
tors and my co- conspirators in 
the wonderful times spent in the 
store. I would work late on Thurs- 
day evenings when business was 
often somewhat slow. Through 
the years, I wondered if John 
ever knew how- Stu and I would 
retreat to the back room and play 
darts. We were always careful to 
cover the tell-tale dart holes in the 
wall of the storage room with ear- 


thing else. 

“Obviously, we re against 
it." 

Colwell expressed the 
sentiments of most of the 
police chiefs in the Associ- 
ated Newspapers circula- 
tion area.

As I drove through the city, I 
couldn't help but think of the new 
First Baptist Church as a monu- 
ment to the effort and planning 
John put into the project of the 
relocation of the church from the 
center of the city to its beautiful 
new edifice on Glen wood. 

When the decision was made tp 
sell the store in 1976, 1 remember 
the sense of loss 1 felt even then. 
When I saw the Nothnagel and 
Meisner families move across 
the country, it marked, for me, 
the end of an era. It seemed 
strange to me that as I was in the 
process of buying our newspap- 
ers back from the company to 
which my father had sold them 
eight years earlier, the business 
where 1 began gainful employ- 
ment was closing. 

I can still see the building 
which housed John's business 
and recall expansion after expan- 
sion resulting in the takeover of 
the entire old theatre. When the 
building fell prey to an arsonist, 
sadly only the main theatre was 
saved. The area where so many 
fledgling salespeople like myself 
learned to ply our skills became 
but a memory. 

Whether it was 45 rpm records, 
guitar picks, record needles, film 
developing chemistry or more 
expensive items, such as 
pianos, stereos or cameras, 
Wayne Music had it, of course, if 
we didn't have it “in stock" we 
could "order it." It was my con- 
tact with John and the store that 
first piqued my ongoing interest 
in photography. 

I smile when I think how awed 
John would be by the amount of 
money I have invested through 
the years in audio and video hard- 
ware.*. John. Ron and Stu got me 
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police and law enforcement 
officials. 

Fred Stafford, director of 
public safety for the city of 
Wayne, said that, historical- 
ly, the LEIN service was 
provided free of charge by 
the state. 

"And our city council has 
gone on record opposing this 
extra financial burden on 
local governments and tax- 
payers," Stafford added. "I

In a resolution adopted by

the agreement of the LEIN 
policy council to increase 
user fees in the amount to 
one-third of the purchase 
price, installation and con- 
tract of the mainframe com- 
puter.

Solution to problem 
is simply a natural 

This idea is a natural. 

Dozens of environmentalists will support it. The original 
purpose of the land will be preserved. And the controversy 
surrounding the William P. Holliday Nature Preserve could 
be settled once and for all. 

Our idea is neither profound nor original. But it is an idea 
we fully support. 

We believe Westland city officials should disband hopes of 
converting 100 acres of the 500-acre nature preserve into a 
municipal golf course and capitalize on the renewed interest 
and use of the facility. 

Such a plan would reunite the factions of the city fighting to 
save the preserve and those who feel the lands would be 
better used as a golf course. The plan would also lay to rest 
the worries city officials must have as to whether the pre- 
serve will be declared a protected state wetland, protected 
from any type of commercial development. 

In fact, the plan is the most logical solution to the problem 
at hand. 

Last week, we heard another round of arguments by en- 
vironmentalists fighting to save the preserve, We heard 
from city officials who refuse to reveal results of a recent 
quality study of the preserve by a Michigan State University 
professor. We heard from an angry Westland councilman 
who argued that the study findings should be revealed. 

And we heard from members of the Holliday Nature Pre^ 
serve Association, who believe the city of Westland cannot 
legally use any portion of the preserve, regardless of local 
intentions, because the land is county owned and legally 
outlined to be used as a natural region. 

For a newcomer, the nature-preserve fiasco could be 
amusing. Westland Mayor Charles Griffin earlier this year 
proposed the golf course and appointed representatives to sit 
on an ad-hoc study group. 

Meetings of the ad-hoc committee were not open to the 
public - which was legal because of the nature of the commit- 
tee - and a request by environmentalists to serve on the 
ad-hoc group was rejected. 

The shadow of mystery following Westland city officials as 
they deal with the golf-course issue needs to be eliminated. 
Since the idea was proposed, no action has been taken, nor 
has any real direction been made evident on behalf of V 
ad-hoc committee. 

The Holliday nature preserve and an unnecessary golf 
course - the city already has one - need not be the targets of 
continued controversy and public scrutiny. It has been made 
clear that many residents wish to utilize the area as a nature 
preserve. We believe, it has also been made clear to ad-hoc 
committee members that the proposed golf course would 
present an uphill legal battle the city does not need. 

Withdraw the troops, disclose the preserve quality- study 
findings and disband the idea of a golf course in the nature 
preserve. The solution to this dilemma is not difficult to 
comprehend. 

In fact, the solution is a natural. Natural beauty. Without a 
golf course.

Labeau sets cage scoring record

Senior guard Laurie Labeau pumped in a record-setting 42 
points to lead New Boston Huron to a one-sided 65-28 victory 
over Riverview in a Huron Conference girls 1 basketball game 
last week. 

Playing less than 20 minutes, the unstoppable 5-3 guard 
eclipsed her previous record of 41 points set a year ago. 

"She was just fantastic," said Huron Coach Bill Harrison. 
"She's the kind of player who gives you 100 percent all of the 
time. 

"And if 1 had let her play those last 10 minutes, needless to 
say that record would have been even higher," Harrison con- 
cluded. 

Huron leaped on the visiting Pirates from Riverview early as 
the Chiefs built up an 18-4 lead and never looked back. They 
outscored their conference rivals 21-4 in the second period and 
had amassed an insurmountable 39-8 halftime lead as Harrison 
emptied the bench. 

Labeau, 17, and one of the finest prep cagers in the state, has 
been averaging 22 points per game this season. 

The Huron victory boasted its overall record to 11-3 overall 
and 8-2 in the conference. However, the defending champs trail 
undefeated Grosse lie in the conference standings. 

Harrison and his cagers will need help, if not a minor miracle 
to catch the Islanders. Even if the Chiefs defeat the league- 
leader in a soon-to-be-played rematch, someone else also 
would have to mar the Islanders' record in order for Huron to 
move up a notch in the standings. 

And that's not likely, according to the Huron coach. 

"They have beaten ail of the teams that realistically could 
have stopped them. What we would like to do is to hand them at 
least one loss in the conference." 

Against Airport, Laurel Haener also chipped in double scor- 
ing figures with 10. 

Earlier in the week, the Chiefs also destroyed Airport, 55-27. 
Huron had a lopsided 34-6 lead at halftime. Again it was Labeau 
who led all scorers with 31 points. 

After taking on Flat Rock last night, the Chiefs will play 
Monroe St. Mary’s on the home turf Thursday. St. Mary's is 
one of two teams that beat the defending champs during the 
first round of conference action. 

In the meantime, Inkster saw its hopes of a Suburban Athle- 
tic Conference championship fade as Coach Dwight Hotchkiss' 
Vikings dropped a 76-64 decision to Oak Park. 

A horrendous first period led to Inkster's demise. Oak Park 
outscored its conference rivals 23-8 in that period, then held off a 
late charge to hand the Vikings their third conference loss in 
seven starts. Inster is 8-5 on the season. With River Rouge 


leading the league with an impeccable 7-0 mark, it's doubtful 
that the Vikings could make up the lost ground. 

Inkster had 18 turnovers in the first quarter alone, but they 
managed the comeback thanks to Latonya McMillan who dril- 
led in six of her nine points in the second period that lifted her 
team, within 10 T (33-23), of catching the Red Skins at halftime. 
Both teams exchanged baskets on a near equal basis in the third 
and fourth periods,

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Cruelty to animals 
cannot be tolerated 


There are many wonderful 
clubs or Leagues geared toward 
protecting animals from abuse. 
Many movie stars, public offi- 
cials and television personalities 
work for the preservation and 
protection of all animals - includ- 
ing those on the cndangcred- 
spccies list, 

Many people will never purch- 
ase a fur coat because that coat 
means animals have been killed 
for the pelts. 

Also in existence* aside from 
the humane societies, are various 
shelters and adoption agencies 
that care for lost or abandoned 
animals and place them in homes 
for the price of a small donation - 
or nothing at all if that be the 
cose, 

Aside from the obvious abuse 
of an animal, there are other 
forms of abuse. Just as in many 
cases of child or mental abuse, 
not all injuries can be seen by the 
naked eye. 

Does any of the following 
sound familiar? 

• This dog, because of its par- 
ticular breed, was left outside - 
summer heat and winter cold - 
because "it's an outside dog." 
The dog hurt its leg, couldn't 
move around much and lay in 
pain in puddles of freezing rain. 

It died of a slow death of 
pneumonia. 

• This dog was protecting the 

yard. It was tied to a makeshift 
doghouse and, after the thieves 
robbed the homf* they shot the 
dog. ‘ * l die instantly but 

lay suffering and, finally, choked 
on his own blood. 

• This dog was fed daily. He 
had a great new collar when he 
was brought home. The trouble 
is, he grew in size and was a bit 
heavier than he should have 
been. That's because he only had 
a short chain attached from his 
collar to the garage post and re- 
ceived little exercise. 

It was too bad that the new col- 
lar, bought two years earlier* 
choked him to death. He grew. 
His collar did not. His owners did 
not notice. 

• This dog could have been a 
movie star. His breed was noted 
for a long* luxurious coat The 
owners said he could stay outside 
because of that thick coat 



Fleas, flies, rain and sun 
couldn't penetrate all that hair. 
The flies had a different notion* 
though They laid their eggs 
underneath the matted, dirty 
rear end of the dog. The eggs 
turned into maggots and crawled 
inside the dog’s intestinal tract. 

The dog died . It was a most un- 
pleasant sight to see. 

There are many abusive pet 
owners. Many don't realize 
they're doing their pet an injus- 
tice and, when told of the damage 
or harm they are inflicting upon 
their dog, will change the situa- 
tion. Others arc too stubborn or 
too ignorant to realize cruelty 
when they see it. 

The latter should never own a 
pet of any kind, since they do not 
deserve one. 

If you recognize any situation 
similar to those mentioned 
above, call your animal control 
officer and give the dog a 
chance for a better life.

Local witch promotes religion, 
not image of satan worshipers

The religion of witchcraft is 
an ancient one. During the 
years* it has been misinter- 
preted and represented in a 
bad light. 

One local witch would like 
to dispell those myths. 

Lynda Lee, of Wayne, has 
been a practicing witch all of 
her life. Her grandmothers 
were witches, and she chose 
the religion as her way of life. 

“It's difficult to explain 
witchcraft, because we must 
use Christian terms,” Lee 
said* 

Lee calls her's a gentler re- 
ligion* She worships a deity 
sometimes referred to as 
"mom*” 

"Mom wants you to be hap- 
py, but she doesn't want you 
to screw up either,” said Lee, 
a 42-year-old mother of two. 

Lee said she and other 
witches who follow the old, 
true ways do not worship 
satan or the devil, as many 
people think. She believes 
there was a Jesus on this 
earth and said she would like 
to meet him someday. 

True practitioner^ of the re- 
ligion of withcraft worship a 
God-ess or It* This deity is 
both male and female and is 
very gentle. 

"It” is beyond our compre- 
hension, Lee explained. 

"It doesn't need our prayer. 
It doesn't need anything,” she 
said. 

Lee believes the world is 
ours and that it is our job to 
protect everything. 

Halloween is a sacred holi- 
day for witches like Lee - but 
not the way most people 
think. 

Witches celebrate many of 
the same pagan holidays 
which Christians adopted. 
The holidays coincide with 
the phases of the moon. Hallo- 
ween for the witches is a new 
year celebration in which the 
warmer summer months fade 
into the colder winter months* 

On Halloween, the witches 
pay respect to the dead* 

"We will have a ritual simi-

mer summer months 
fade into the colder 
winter months. 


lar to a mass out in the 
woods,” Lee said, "ft will be a 
ritual of love, for anything 
done out of love is a celebra- 
tion of the God-ess* mom.” 

Lee said her rituals are 
very private, just as prayer is 
to most other people. She con- 
ducts her own ceremonies 
from time to time in her back 
yard, using a cauldron* 

She admits that, through 
the years, there have been 
some groups which have 
turned the beliefs of the witch- 
es around. It upsets her that 
the rituals and beliefs are con- 
sidered to be hers, as well, but 
she accepts their right to be- 
lieve the way they do. 

"There has to be bad before 
there can be good,” Lee said. 

Lee is appalled by the 
persecution of witches and 
how talk of witchburnings are 
avoided in history classes. 

"Six million witches and 
gypsies were killed during the 
holocaust* but they aren't 
mentioned once in the books, ” 
Lee said. "It was OK to kiU 
them because they were 
witches* I guess.” 

In the 1950s* Congress be- 
gan to protect witches by 
making witchcraft an 
accepted religion. Until that 
time* however, witches were 
persecuted, Lee said 

"If I would have gone into a 
church and cured a sick per- 
son* they would have called 
me a healer*” Lee said. "If I 
would have told them I was a 
witch, they would have 


burned me*” 

The following are Lee’s re- 
sponses to various myths ab- 
out witches and their beliefs, 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAP- 
ERS: Where does the word 
witch come from ? 

LEE: "The word witch comes 
from the Latin word wicca, for 
the female* and wicce, for the 
male, The word means to 
bend " 

ANP: Do you mix potions? 

LEE: "I use natural herbs to 
mix elixirs. I can use these to 
heal.” 

ANP: Is sacrificing animals 
part of your rituals? 

LEE : " It is our job to protect 
every living thing* it's diffi- 
cult to say then that we sacri- 
fice animals* That's ridicu- 
lous. We believe hunting is OK 
if you need the food to heat 
and the hide to warm you, and 
it is OK to cut down a tree if 
you need the wood to build a 
house.” 


ANP: Can you perform 
magic ? 

LEE: "Magic is all very 
logical. All things are made 
up of energy, and we know 
that energy can be controlled . 
We can all make things hap- 
pen by learning to control that 
energy.” 

ANP; Have you ever used 
your magic? 

LEE: "Yes, I stopped a 
truck once when a 2-year-old 
little girl ran in front of it. The 
driver jumped out of the car 
and said he didn't know why 
He stopped, but he was glad he 
did ” 

ANP: Would you promote 
violence in order to sa ve a liv- 
ing thing? 

LEE; "If I saw a man brutal- 
ly beating a dog* and yelling 
at him and pulling him away 
would not work I would do 
whatever 1 had to do to save 
the dog. Mom doesn't want us 
to mess in things that don’t 
need it”

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Unexplained events 
make true believers 
out of area residents 

How often does a black cat crossing your 
path crimp your lifestyle? Does throwing salt 
over your shoulder bring good luck - or an 
angry waiter in the restaurant? 

Superstition, no doubt* is a part of our lifes- 
tyle, Most people are aware of the popular be- 
liefs of the superstitious sort, and most take 
those beliefs ‘"with a grain of salt/ 1 

But there are those of us who really do be- 
lieve that certain life events are somewhat su- 
perstitious. Even if we do not believe in super- 
stition totally, we may be inclined to avoid 
black cats, plant the seeds of our crops in the 
moonlight or avoid making major purchases 
during the month of February. 

And, whether you are superstitious or not, 
the stories and events of others are always in- 
teresting and, sometimes, a bit eerie. Let’s 
take a look at a few local examples. 

Visions of eeriness 

The strange visions of one Westland resident 
certainly leave her with an eerie feeling. 

“I get these feelings or I see things, and they 
make me feel so helpless and sometimes horri- 
ble/’ said Emma Smuchko. 

Smuchko admits to being superstitious but only 
in the sense that there are some things that just 
shouldn't be questioned* 

Smuchko had visions of her sister’s death and 
her mother’s, and, as a young child, saw the sha- 
dow of Jesus in her yard. 

“My brother said he saw it, too// Smuchko said. 
“I saw the outline on the ground, and I told my 
brother that mother was dead,” 

Smuchko was right. Her mother had died at 
almost that exact time. 

Smuchko' s visions or ability to see things before 
they happen leaves her uneasy. She has sought 
help from clergymen, but there is no explanation. 

While sitting in her upstairs apartment one day, 
Smuchko told her husband that someone had just 
fallen down the stairs outside the apartment. Her 
husband went to check and found nobody there. 
But, at that moment, in another apartment com- 
plex, Smuchko’s father had fallen down the steps. 

“It hasn’t happened in a long time, but it used to 
really upset me," Smuchko said. 

According to Smuchko, other family members 
have been known to have similar experiences. 

Smuchko reads her horoscope and is often 
amazed by how accurate it is. 

She said she doesn’t really believe in the tradi- 
tional superstitions, but she cannot explain the 
things that have happened to her, and she knows 
they happened.

Superstitious common sense 

Myrtle Long, of Westland, believes superstitions 
are just common sense in action. She believes in 
horoscopes, fortune telling and extrasensory 
perception. 

“It’s bad luck to walk under a ladder because 
the can of paint might fall on your head/' said 
Long. “It s just common sense/ 1 

But Long does believe that she has insight into 
things before they happen. 

“I used to see things happen in my head, 1 ’ 
Long explained. 

One night, she dreamed about someone getting 
hurt in an accident. Someone had been hit by a car. 
The next day, her husband accidentally hit a man 
with his car. 

Long has had other such visions, but, when she 
tells people about them, they think she is crazy. 

A fortuneteller friend of Long’s mother used to 
say Long was gifted with insights into the future. 

4 ’She would say I had some kind of power, ” Long 
said. 

Long reads other people’s fortunes using tarot 
cards. 

"My daughter doesn't like me to do it, because 
I’m usually right," 

The senior citizen has even experienced making 
a table moving by having the will to move it. 

“Many years ago, my brother and I were sitting 
at a table, kind of making fun,” she said “We put 
our hands palms down on the table, and the table 
began to just shake.”

Crazy superstitions, genuine ghosts 

Bill Sheldon, who has lived in Wayne for 48 
years, thinks people who believe in superstitions 
are crazy.

But what about superstitions? 

“There isn’t any proof or enough people who 
believe in them,” he said. 

A husband-wife debate? 

“No, I don’t have any (superstitions)/ ’ said Par- 
nell Johnson, a 60-year resident of Canton 
Township. *T don’t believe in that stuff.” 

Johnson, retired from the maintenance depart- 
ment of the University of Michigan, has beate l the 
odds and remained superstition-free. 

Johnson’s wife, Lillian, is not so lucky . Pai* 1 ^ 
and Lillian were at the Canton Recreation Cem- r 
Oct, 20 for a special luncheon. They were one of 
several people there who shared their thoughts 
on superstition. 

“I don’t like to go under a ladder/' Lillian said, 
“I don’t like a black cat to cross my path. I don’t 
like to see things hung on a door handle,” 

Things hung on a door handle? “It just doesn’t 
look right,” explained Lillian. “Grandma used to 
be very superstitious about it.”

Is it superstition 
or coincidence?

Coincidental rewards play a major role in 
creating and perpetuating superstitions - 
we toss a coin into a fountain and the next; 
day a lot-awaited check arrives in the mail 
or we* wash our car during a drought and a 
rain shower unexpectedly follows. 

Psychologists note that such coincidental 
rewards strengthen the belief that there is a 
connection between the action or ritual and 
the positive event that follows. Psycholog- 
ists also observe that negative superstitions 
are reinforced in the same way when, for 
example, an unfavorable event occurs soon 
after walking under a ladder, spilling salt or 
rocking an empty chair. 

Behavioralist B.F, Skinner developed 
“superstitious” pigions when he rewarded 
them with food at regular intervals that 
were not connected with any specific be- 
havior. When the first food arrived, the pi- 
geons were doing something - bobbing their 
heads or turning in their cages. The arrival 
of the food strengthened the response so that 
the next time the food arrived, the birds re- 
peated their original behavior and con- 
tinued to do so during subsequent feedings. 

Psychologist Paul Chance noted in an arti- 
cle in Psychology Today, that society is far 
more dedicated to noting evidence in favor 
of superstition than it is to observing con- 
trary evidence. This prejudice, he said, goes 
a long way toward explaining our supersti- 
tious nature. 

Some superstitions probably have a mea- 
sure of practicality, Chance observed. In the 
days of sailing ships, for example, it was 
believed to be bad luck to have a woman on 
board. It doesn’t take much imagination to 
find some sense in the idea that the combina- 
tion of one woman and 30 or 40 men, isolated 
at sea for several months, could prove to be a 
volatile — and unlucky - situation. 

In some primitive societies, hunters en- 
gage in a ritual bath before stalking their 
prey “to make themselves pure in spirit” 
and more successful in the hunt, according 
to Chance. The bath, which probably 
washed away some of their natural odors 
may have made the hunter harder to detect 
and thus improved their chances of success, 
he said.

Confession, it's been said, is 
good for the soul. If that's true, 
my soul is going to be in good 
health after I reveal one of nay 
deepest, darkest secrets. 

Gourmands across the coun- 
try ridicule me, chefs snicker 
when they find out and my for- 
mer cooking instructors look 
askance at the revelation that 
one of my favorite cakes in the 
world was a PiUsbury Bake Off 
winner years ago. We re talking 
years and years ago, but, 
perhaps because I associate this 
cake with wonderful things in 
my life, or maybe it really is 
that good, I've treasured this re- 
cipe for years. 

Unfortunately, it has been im- 
possible to bake the delicacy for 
quite awhile as one of the key 
ingredients has been out of pro- 
duction. Some time ago, howev- 
er, some genius who loved this 
cake as much as 1 do found a 
means of recreating the cake 
without the frosting mix that 
cooks were formerly instructed 
to mix into the batter. This cook 
deserves beatification, at the 
minimum. 

This was the cake that sent 
every cook in the country run- 
ning to the store to purchase her 
(or his) first bundt pan, re- 
member? 

Nuts are essential to the suc- 
cess of this recipe , so if you have 
dietary restrictions, don’t try to 
do this without them. I have sub- 
sisted almonds for the walnuts* 
however, and find that slight 
change even more delicious* 
And, with the fudge filling, the 
usual doneness tests cannot be 
used for this cake, so the oven 
temperature and baking time 
are critical to the success of the 
dessert. 

I've printed this recipe once 
before, and this week was re- 
minded that 1 wasn't the only 
person so dramatically affected 
by the $5,000 pri 2 e winner. So in 
response to the numerous re- 
quests (both of them), here it is 
again. 

The rumor that a small slice 
of this ca ke contains 500 calories 
is completely untrue. Actually, 
it's 550, and worth every deli- 
cious one of them. 

Tunnel of 
fudge cake 

To make the cake: 

1 3/4 cups butter, softened 

t 3/4 cups granulated sugar 

6 eggs 

2 cups powdered sugar 

2 1/4 cups all purpose flour 

3/4 cup cocoa 

2 cups chopped walnuts 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Grease and flour a 12-cup fluted 
bundt pan or a 10-inch tube pan. 
In a large bowl, beat butter and 
granulated sugar until light and 
fluffy. Add eggs, one at a time, 
beating well after each addition. 
Gradually add powdered sugar 
and blend well. Lightly spoon 
flour into measuring cup and 
level off. By hand, stir in remain- 
ing cake ingredients until well 
blended. Spoon batter into pre- 
pared pan and spread evenly. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 58 to 62 
minutes. DO NOT OVERBAKE 
Cool upright in pan on wire rack 
for one hour. Invert onto serving 
plate and cool completely* 

To make the glaze : 

3/4 cup powdered sugar 

1/4 cup cocoa 

1 1/2 to 2 tablespoons milk 

In small bowl, combine all 
glaze ingredients until well 
blended. Spoon over top of cake, 
allowing some to run down sides. 
Garnish as desired. Store tightly 
covered.

Perfect pies are made ‘in heaven’ 


Actually, they’re 
made by an Angel

Area residents have been slicing up 
a taste of heaven for several years 
now, without even knowing it* This 
heavenly bliss is even more obvious 
when considering the fact that it was 
an angel who has been making the 
spicy apple, golden-brown pumpkin 
and sweet, ripe raspberry pies so 
many people are raving about. 

That’s Mary Angel, to be precise. 

Angel, the owner of the Baker's 
Dozen bakery, in Romulus, has been 
adding a bit of her Kentucky farm 
heritage to every pie she bakes* And 
she bakes plenty* 

“I make between 50 and 100 pies 
every week. They’re alt done by 
hand,* 1 Angel said. “All the latticing, 
the apple peeling - I do it all,” 

The perfect pies produced at the 
Romulus business are circulated 
throughout the area. Angel makes 
many of her famous apple, cherry, 
blueberry, raspberry, strawberry- 
cheese and pumpkin - to name just a 
few - delicacies for the local Denny 's 
restaurant. 

The others are on display and for 
sale at her business, where they typi- 
cally remain only a short time. 

Her secret to success? 

“I always recommend putting your 
own touch to a pie, A lot of times, in 
apple pie, you can bake it in a square 
pan, rather than a round one," Angel 
said. 

Other personal touches Angel em- 
ploys are the using of three kinds of 
apples in her apple pies, fresh or 
frozen (no preservatives added, 
please) fruits, a hint of confectioner's 
sugar in the pie crusts and pure veget- 
able oils in all recipes, 

She also takes great pride in the 
appearance of every pie she calls her 
own. 

“I always take the time to lattice 
the fruit pies. I can lattice a pie in half 
a minute," Angel said. “Make the 
pies pretty. That’s half the appeal." 

A Romulus resident since 1972, 
Angel learned most of her culinary 
secrets while growing up on her 
father’s farm. She is married to 
Leonard, and the two have two chil- 
dren and five grandchildren - all of 
whom respect the heavenly baking 



1 tablespoon cinnamon 

2 tablespoons vegetable margarine 
2 or 3 drops vanilla 

6 medium cooking apples, 2 or three 
different varieties 


Preheat oven to 425 degrees* Cut like 
pastry all ingredients except apples. 
Peel and slice apples for pie. Toss with 
mixture.

Bake 30 mi- 
nutes to 35 minutes longer - until crust 
is lightly browned.

skills Mary Angel possesses* 

Today, Angel can be found behind 
the counter at the Baker's Dozen, pre- 
paring apple and pumpkin pies by the 
dozens. And, while the two pies are 
perfect for the fall season, pies actual- 
ly have no season, Angel said, 

"You can make any kind of pie any 
time of the year," Angel explained. 
"Pumpkin, strawberry, cherry - all 
of them." 

And, with that advice, what would 
be more appropriate than a few secret 
recipes delivered straight from the 
hands of Mary Angel? 


Use Mary 's special meringue pie 
shell , Recipe follows. 

3 egg whites* at room temperature 
18 teaspoon cream of tartar 
I B teaspoon salt 
1/2 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Preheat oven to 250 degrees. Beat egg 
whites until foamy in cream of tartar 
and salt Add sugar, 1 teaspoon at a time. 
Continue to beat at highest speed until 
glossy and stiff enough to stand straight 
up when beaters are withdrawn. 


spoon into meringue shell. Chill well be- 
fore serving. 

Variation : add 1 tablespoon instant 
coffee for mocha angel pie , 


Sweet potato pie 

2 9-lr»ch unbaked, deep-dish pie 
shells 

5 cups cooked and mashed sweet 
potatoes 

2 cans (12 ounces each) evaporated 
milk 

4 eggs, slightly beaten 

1 1/2 cups brown sugar 

2 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon ground ginger 
1/4 teaspoon ground cloves 

Beat all ingredients well* Pour into un- 
baked pie shells. Bake 20 minutes at 450 
degrees. Reduce temperature to 350 de- 
grees.

Strawberry cheese pie

Beat all ingredients until smooth and 
creamy. Fill bottom of unbaked pie 
shell. Set aside. 


Mary Angers

2 cups pastry flour 

2/3 cup chilled vegetable shortening 

1/2 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons sifted powder sugar 
6 tablespoons cold water 

Cut first 5 ingredients with pastry 
blender until mixture is coarse. Sprinkle 
with water. Mix lightly and quickly cov- 
er. Save until needed. 

Apple pie 

1 piecrust recipe 
1 cup flour 
1/2 cup sugar 


Spoon meringue into lightly greased 
9-inch pie pan. Cover sides a little thicker 
and about 1/2 to 3/4 inches higher than 
rim. Bake I hour, until creamy and 
white and firm. Turn oven off. Let 
meringue dry in oven until oven cools. 
Shell is now ready to fill. 

To make the filling: 

1/4 cup hot water 

1 (12 ounce) package semisweet 

chocolate bits melted 

1 cup heavy cream 

1/2 cup sifted confectioner’s sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Blend water and chocolate bits until 
smooth. Cool to room temperature. Beat 
cream and sugar to stiff peaks. Fold in 
chocolate mixture. Add vanilla and 


To make the strawberry topping: 

3 cups strawberries 
3/4 cup sugar 
1/4 cup flour 
Few drops vanilla 
3 tablespoons margarine 
1/4 teaspoon cinnamon 

Mix sugar, flour, vanilla, margarine 
and cinnamon until coarse. Reserve I 
tablespoon. Toss rest with berries. Put 
over cheese mixture Lattice top. Flute 
edges high. 

Sprinkle top with 1 tablespoon coarse 
mixture. Bake at 425 degrees 15 minutes. 
Reduce heat to 375 degrees. Bake 30 mi- 
nutes longer, until pie starts to bubble, 
Excellent when served slightly warm.
